The Canadian Motor 
Speedway and one of its 
main opponents have come 
to an agreement. 

Prior to Monday's coun- 
cil-in-committee meeting, 
a special closed session 
meeting was held, where 
local politicians passed a 
recommendation to autho¬ 
rize the signing of the min¬ 
utes of settlement between 
the Citizens Coalition of 
Greater Fort Erie (CCGFE), 
the Town of Fort Erie and 
the Niagara Region. 

"This is a welcome, posi¬ 
tive turn of events for the 
Town," said mayor Doug 
Martin. 

"This agreement will def¬ 
initely reduce the length of 
the Ontario Municipal 
Board (OMB) hearing in 
June," said Martin.

The OMB hearing will 
begin on Monday, June 18 at 
Town Hall. It could last up to 
two weeks. 

Sandy Vant, president of 
the CCGFE, said details of 
the settlement cannot be 
elaborated on until the OMB 
hearing commences next 

But she did say the group 
is satisfied with the agree¬ 
ment that has been arrived at 
between both parties. 

"The CCGFE is pleased to 
confirm that after extensive 
effort and negotiation on the 
part of our organization, we 
have been successful in 
securing a settlement with 
benefits for the residents of 
the Town of Fort Erie, should 
the CMS proposed motor 
speedway project be 
approved by the Ontario 
Municipal Board," said Vant. 

"Respecting the process, 
CCGFE has no further com¬ 


ments until all parties have 
executed the document and 
it has been presented to the 
Ontario Municipal Board at 
the hearing commencing 
Monday," she added. 

Azhar Mohammad, execu¬ 
tive director of the speedway 
project, also said that he 
would rather refrain from 
commenting on the settle¬ 
ment, until the OMB hearing 
gets started next week. 

The Town of Fort Erie's act¬ 
ing chief administrative offi¬ 
cer, Ron Tripp, also explained 
that specific details about the 
settlement will not be 
released until the upcoming 
OMB process begins. 

"The recommendation that 
was approved by council, is 
pretty much all we can say on 
it right now," said Tripp. 

The agreement that has 
been setded on, is a testa¬ 
ment to the speedway work¬ 
ing closely with groups and 
individuals who have been so 
strongly opposed to the proj¬ 
ect, said Tripp. 

"It's positive because peo¬ 
ple who had concerns are in a 
position now to withdraw, 
because those concerns have 


The proposed Canadian 
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Motor Speedway complex 
would include a one-mile 
paved oval, along with a spec¬ 
tator grandstand that would 
seat up to 65,000 people. This 
would also include support 
facilities in the infield such as 
truck and recreational vehicle 
parking, garages, first aid sta¬ 
tions, a fuel handling area, 
media centre and more. 

The speedway would also 
offer a 2.5 mile paved road 
course with support facili- 

In the plans, there is a 74 
acre accessory commercial 
complex, which would 
include restaurants, shop¬ 
ping, and many entertain¬ 
ment features. 

The speedway's propo¬ 
nents are also expecting to 
build a 152-acre parking and 
camping area south of Bowen 
Road and west of Laur Road, 
along with another parking 
and camping area that would 
sit on 175 acres along the 
southwest comer of Gilmore 
Road and Laur Road.

The Friendship Festival's 
concert series doesn't have 
any highly known acts 
attached to it this year, but 
it's for the best, says the 
annual celebration's man¬ 
ager, Flo Odding. 

This is the first time in 
the festival's 26 year histo¬ 
ry that a major recording 
artist with popularity 
across Canada is not listed 
on the bill. 

Instead, organizers have 
decided to showcase about 
30 smaller bands, most of 
whom are from the Niagara 

Odding says people are 
under the impression that 
recruiting acts that have 
had mainstream success is 
the way to go...but really 
the festival ends up each 
year with a deficit. 

This year, many of the 
bands are playing for free, 
simply appreciating the 
exposure playing at the 
festival will bring them. 

Other bands are being 
paid a small amount. 

If the festival did have a 
number of expensive per¬ 
formers on the roster this 
year, it would be trouble 


when everything wraps up 
and all the numbers are 
crunched. 

"We can't keep going in 
the hole and we don't want 
to be remembered as the 
event that had to quit 
because it ran out of 
money," said Odding. 

Back when bingo funds 
were in their prime, bring¬ 
ing in expensive bands was 
a lot easier on the festival's 
finances.... but unfortu¬ 
nately that is now a thing 
of the past. 

"The lottery days are 
gone. To think they will 
ever come back is a pipe 
dream," she added.

Survivors, family members walk to support cancer research

Julia Gauthier was all 
smiles when she chopped 
off her locks last Friday. 

But the reason why she 
was doing it was not for 
looks—it was so she could 
donate them to someone 
very important. 

"I'm here for my grand¬ 
father," she said. 

Gauthier was one of sev¬ 
eral people who had their 
hair cut at the Relay for Life 
in Ridgeway. 

Maria Costa, and her 
business partner Nino 
D'Ambra were at the relay 
cutting hair for donations 
to cancer research. 

In the weeks leading up 
to the event, the hair stylist 
says her salon raised more 
than $1,000 toward the 
event. 

It's an important event 
and now more than ever 
it's important to get out in 


the community and help 
others because cancer 
touches so many lives, she 

When Lori Taraba's son 
Brock was a baby, he was 
diagnosed with cancer. 

It was a shocking blow 
and Taraba was "in com¬ 
plete disbelief." 

Fast forward 13 years 
later and Brock is the per¬ 
fect picture of health. 

Now, Brock is a happy 
teenager who wakes every 
morning and thinks of each 
day "as a blessing." 

He was one of about 50 
people who took the survi¬ 
vor's victory lap before the 
relay began. 

He is the reason why 
Taraba became involved 
with the Canadian Cancer 
society and she became 
involved with Relay for Life 
events in St. Catharines 
and Niagara Falls.
